Mr. Carroll D. Wright, commissioners 
of labor for the United States, has fraus 
nutted to congress bis report on mar- 
riages and divorces in the United States 
daring the twenty years from 1867 to 
1886. The report will make a volume oj 
one thousand pages, and will be the most 
interesting and exhaustive compilation 
of the kind ever made in this or any 
other conn try. 
Mr. Wright has divided the work into 
seven chapters and nioe tables,the chap- 
ters giving an analysis of the laws relat­ 
ing to marriage and divorce, the rise and 
fall of marriage aud divorce during tte 
period mentioned, the canst s fc r which 
divorce is granted in the various states, 
the numbers in each state, the duration 
of the marriage, information relating to 
the marriage of divorced persons, snob 
infoimation as was obtainable relatiye 
to persons divorced in one et de and re­ 
married in another, and the number of 
children of divorced parents. The tables 
give the figures frt rn every court in the 
United States ct mpetf nt to grant a de­ 
cree, the ratio of divorces to marriages and 
population by countite end state?, end 
other interesting figures. 
Toe report covers about OC per cent. 
of all the counties in the United States, 
and about 98 per cent, of the population.

21.—The radicals Ant 
the tariff reform conven­ 
tion fought it out yes­ 
terday. 
The 
free­ 
traders had the best of 
it in tho debate, but 
when 
a vote came 
the chairman decided 
that tariff for revenue 
had tho best of them. 
The discussion 
was 
precipitated 
in the 
middle of the after­ 
noon session by the 
unexpected presenta­ 
tion of a report by 
the committee on res­ 
olutions, presented by 
j a m e s d. H a n c o c k , the venerable James 
D. Hancock of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
tho committee, who read the following 
declaration: 
“ I. We hold that it is the natural right 
of every man to freely exchange his labor 
or the product of his labor to the best ad­ 
vantage. 
We declare ourselves unalterably 
opposed to the so-called protective system 
and demand the prompt abrogation of all 
protective features from the’tariff. 
“ 2. We believe the American nation will 
reach its full measure of prosperity only 
by enacting at the earliest day practicable 
such legislation as will apply the American 
principle of free trade between the States 
to the United States in its relation to the 
world.” 
The following supplementary resolutions 
accompanied tho report: 
‘ ‘Resolved, That the chairman shall ap­ 
point a committee of nine, which com­ 
mittee shall prepare an address to the pub­ 
lic as soon as practicable, which shall con­ 
form and be limited to tho principles in 
these resolutions announced. 
“ Resolved, That said committee of nine 
is hereby empowered and requested to per­ 
fect plans for propagating tho principles 
in these resolutions announced and plans 
for such further organization and co­ 
operation of existing organizations as may 
seem practicable and advantageous. ’ ’ 
Tho committee on resolutions, 
about 
evenly made up of pronounced free-traders 
and * tariff-for-revenue men had wrestled 
over the abbreviated report for five hours. 
A viva-voce vote was then taken on the 
first section of the resolutions, and it was 
unanimously carried. 
Debate upon the 
second resolution then 
opened. 
“I believe in raising 
a revenue first by tax­ 
ing the luxuries,” said 
Mr. Eugene M. Wilson 
of Minnesota, upon 
obtaining recognition. 
“ But what does this 
resolution mean? It 
means tho taking off 
of liquor and tobacco 
all import duties, and 
I am against doing 
th a t 
I believe that 
tho adoption of tho 
h o n . e . m. w il s o n . 
resolution would check the progress of 
tariff deform. 
What this convention ought 
to do is to declare for a tariff for revenuo 
only.” 
Mr. Wilson sat down amid howls 
of derision from the radicals and applause 
from the conservatives. 
The Rev. Hugh Pentecost, an independ­ 
ent preacher to three congregations in New 
York and one of the striking figures of the 
convention, began to speak. 
“The Demo­ 
cratic party,” said he, “ tried to down the 
devil upon a platform of tariff ‘reform’ 
and the devil beat them. 
Gentleman, you 
may fight the Republicans upon that plat­ 
form until you fall into your graves. 
The 
Republicans are consistent, organized, and 
sternly fighting for a principle. 
You can 
not l»eat them by admitting the partial 
truth of their position. ” 
Tho meeting was iii an uproar when 
Henry George pressed forward to tho !• pace 
in front of the stage. 
Said Mr. George: 
I support this clause as a matter of 
principle and a matter of policy. 
I repre­ 
sent tho Free-Trade club of New York and 
I am a free-trader. 
[Applause.] Yes, I 
am in favor of free trade—free! 
f r e e ! 
FREE! unrestricted 
free! 
[Applause.] 
To-day protective tariffs are prohibited by 
our constitution and the only way they are 
maintained is under the guise of a tariff 
for revenuo. A protective tariff is robbery. 
A tariff for revenue is swindling. 
We 
want equity; a square basis of principle 
upon which we can plant ourselves. 
We 
want to go before the American people and 
show that all tariffs are wrong. 
Let U9 
sweep away all the taxes.” 
The chairman put the question. 
Tre­ 
mendous roars for and against went up, 
the spectators carried away by the con­ 
tagious enthusiasm, joining in the clamor. 
The second part of the resolution seems 
to be lqst,” said Chairman Morton. 
There were a few scattering cries for a 
divisiqn. 
^ 7 ‘The second part of the resolution is 
I3st,” shouted the chairman. 
A motion for a reconsideration will be 
made to-day and the fight reopened.

o'clock last evening one of the worst cable- 
car wrecks ever knotfn on tho South Side 
occurred at Sixteenth and State streets, in 
which half a dozeq Cable-c&r passengers 
were badly wounq6d, some of whom may 
die from their injuries. 
Engineer William M. Dole was running 
a freight train west over tho Illinois Cen­ 
tral Air line.

Ho Reversed the 
engine, but it was too later. 
Tho second 
car of the cable train was struck square in 
the middle and with its scores of passengers 
hurled at least one hundred feet west of tho 
railroad track. 
The grip and the third car were each 
violently hurled in different directions. 
The car was a complete wreck. 
One side 
of it had been crushed into kindling wood. 
Parts of it were hurled hundreds of feet in 
each direction, and alihost every flying 
piece of timber struck some one of tho 
many passengers. 
PM rs. Robert Nitschka, residing on Ada 
street, was found lying in the wrecked car 
in an insensible condition. 
Her right side 
was frightfully cut, as wero her head and 
hands. 
She will probably die. 
fla m e s Burns received a compound frac­ 
ture of the left leg. 
Miss Beatrice Schafer, of 3621 Dear bon 
street, received a horrible gash in tho loft 
side of her head and other injuries. 
Miss May Pepin, of 3825 LaSalle street, 
had her right arm dislocated at the elbow 
and received other painful wounds. 
^Several other ladles were hurt less seri­ 
ously. 
All the injured persons were taken into 
the City hotel, where their wounds were 
dressed, and then, with the exception of 
Mrs. Nitschka, conveyed to their homes. 
Mrs. Nitschka was unable to bo removed, 
and it is feared she can not survive. 
The accident seems to have been duo to 
the gripman’s mistaking the signal of tho 
railroad flagman for that of the cable road’s 
flagman.

Senate Wednesday under the previous rule, 
enforced by the majority, the bill creating 
the Supremo court commission was passed. 
Senator Byrd then sought to br>ig up tho 
bill creating tho department of geology, 
but Senator Juhdson (Rep-) had meantime 
secured recognition from tho chair. 
Senator Byrd claimed tho floor, attempt­ 
ed to move tho previous question, and shut 
off all debate. 
Senator Johnson vigorous­ 
ly protested and claimed the floor. 
A 
■wrangle 
ensued, 
the 
chair 
allowing 
Mr. 
Johnson 
five minutes, 
which he 
devoted 
to 
scoring 
tho 
majority, 
vehemently denouncing tho 
enforcement 
of a rule which prevented the minority 
from explaining their votes. 
When the 
five minutes had expired, the presiding 
officer interrupted Mr. Johnson, who con­ 
tinued his fiery phillipic, whereupon tho 
chair ordered the roll called. Great confus­ 
ion and excitement prevailed, in tho midst 
of which Doorkeeper Bulger called out to 
Mr. Johnson to take his seat or he would 
come down and seat him. 
Immediately 
all the Republican Senators gathered about 
Johnson, who indignantly challenged any 
door-keeper to seat him. 
The excitement 
was great, and for a time a general conflict 
seemed imminent. 
When quiet was re­ 
stored, Senator Dresser (Rep.) announced 
that a caucus would be held immediately 
after adjournment, and it is thought all 
the Republican Senators may conclude to 
resign their seats and leave the Senate 
without a quorum. 
When tile Senate adjourned there was 
an immediate caucus of the Republican 
Senators, the purpose being the lull dis­ 
cussion of the day’s exciting events. 
A 
heated dobato on the question of future 
action in relation to the gag rule was en­ 
tered into. A number of tho Senators wero 
in favor of at once handing in their resig­ 
nations and returning to their homes. 
To 
this Senator Johnson was opposed. 
Ho 
favored remaining on the scene and fight­ 
ing the legislative majority to tho vory 
end. 
Tho Republicans decided to attempt 
a compromise with tho Democrats regard­ 
ing the explanation of votes and tho five- 
minute rule. 
lf this fails it is probable 
that every Republican in the upper House 
will hand in his resignation and retire from 
the Legislature, thus bringing matters to a 
crisis. 
Gov. Hovoy sent a message to tho Legis­ 
lature asking that a committee be ap­ 
pointed to investigate tho insane asylum at 
Indianapolis. 
The Senate passed a reso­ 
lution for an investigation.

21.— Wednesday 
was tho last day for tho introduction of 
bills in tho Legislature, and tho result was 
a perfect flood of measures. 
So great was 
tho mob to get in bills that it was impossi­ 
ble to finish up in tho afternoon, and a 
night session was held to allow tho fcstate 
solons to present their variously conceived 
measures. 
The Milwaukee delegation had a four- 
hour session, during which local measures 
were discussed. 
The park bill was the sub­ 
ject of a long and heated debate. 
An 
amendment was finally carried in favor of 
having two parks, 
one on the south side 
and the other in tho northern part of the 
city, which will presumably bo on tho west 
side. 
It was decided to cut tho appro­ 
priation down from $600,000 to $100,000 
in bonds. 
Tho electric-light scheme, by 
which it was proposed to issue $600,000 in 
bonds and introduce a system by which tho 
city was to bo lighted by electric lights, 
was indefinitely postponed. Tho delegation 
decided to recommend a bill providing a 
salary of $100 for tho aldermen of Mil­ 
waukee. 
Tho delegation decided to report 
favorably on tho bill making supervisors 
hold for two years and also the measure 
by which a portion of^Wanwatosa is to bo 
annexed to tho Ninth ward of this city. 
Most of the bills presented wore for 
small 
appropriations, 
although several 
novel bills were introduced. 
Mr. 
Tarrant 
introduced a bill providing for better rail­ 
way crossings than are now tho rule. 
M r. 
Bennet wants $85,000 appropriated for a 
gymnasium at tho State university. 
Mr. 
Leonard wants school teachers pensioned, 
Mr. Stocking wants tho statutes amended 
in relation to oil inspectors, andE. C. Smith 
wants tho law amended in relation to 
gambling at fairs. 
Mr. Osborne presented 
a bill which is entitled: “To prevent incom­ 
petent persons from practicing medicine.’* 
Mr. 
Anderson introduced 
a 
bill 
to 
amend the laws relating to tho State print­ 
ing, and Mr. Fcldt wants law books pur­ 
chased for tho 
attorney-general. 
Mr. 
Kiser presented a bill to prevent men train­ 
ing for prize-fights, and Mr. Stanchfleld 
wants a standing bounty of $100 for the 
capture of any horso-thief. 
Mr. Clawson’s 
bill provides for the repeal of tho law’ 
creating State timber agents, and his other 
bill appropriates $10,000 for an asylum for 
idiots. 
Mr. Lovejoy introduced a bill pro­ 
viding for the purchase of American flags 
for the public school buildings for tho pur­ 
pose of instilling patriotism into tho youth­ 
ful mind. 


Hit Testimony Before the Parnell C o m - 
t^issiofi. 
Loudon, Feb. St.—When the Farcell 
cQoMBjssion mot this moThing the court­ 
room and its precincts wehe crowded. 
Mr. 
Patnell was present. 
Mr. Houston, secretary of the Irish Loyal 
and Patriotic Union, was further cross- 
examined. 
He said he destroyed Pigott’s 
letters to him in accordance with an agree­ 
ment made between them that they wero 
intended for the witness’ eye alone and 
were not to ta used publicly. 
Up to tho 
time the witness went to Paris, Pigott had 
not given him the names of any of the per­ 
sons connected with the letters secured by 
the Times. He did not consider that a knowl­ 
edge of the men from whom the letters 
were obtained was important in connection 
with the question of their genuineness. 
Witness said his part was done when the 
letters wero obtained. 
Ho accepted them 
without securing any means of testing 
Pigott’s statement in the event of their 
genuineness being questioned because he 
understood that it was useless to attempt to 
make a complete case, and further in­ 
quiries would only handicap himself. 
Ho 
had no means whatever of testing any part 
of Pigott’s story, W’hich ho regarded as 
provable, especially as the newspaper re­ 
ports of the dispute between Parnell and 
tho American extremists to some extent 
confirmed Pigott's story that the letters 
wore left in a bag found in a room in 
Paris. 
Witness showed the letters to Lord 
Hartington and asked his advice as to their 
disposition, but His Lordship refused to 
advise him. 
Ho did not offer tho letters to 
the Pall Mall Gazette. 
He saw Mr. Stead, 
editor of tho Gazette, before ho obtained 
possession of the letters, and asked him to 
make up tho matter which would lead to 
the disclosures. 
Mr. 
Stead said ho had 
lost £3,000 by the publication of the 
1 “Modern Babylon” articles, and he would 
not like to touch anything else unless he 
I knew it would be successful. 
^ 
When witness visited Paris ho had no 
genuine specimens of either Mr. Parnell’s 
or Mr. Egan’s writing. 
He accepted the 
letters solely on Pigott’s word. 
“If,” said the witness, “Pigott had been 
needy or fraudulent 
enough 
to 
at­ 
tempt to commit perjury, 
my 
action 
would have assisted him; but I do not ad­ 
mit that he was either. Pigott’s interviews 
with Mr. Labouchere shook my faith in 
him, aud, therefore, my mind was not easy 
until he had signed the sworn declaration. ” 
Witness further said he might have told 
Mr. Stead that Messrs. Sexton and Dillon 
were implicated in the Phenix Park mur­ 
der, but if he did so it was on the author­ 
ity of a statement made by Eugene Davis 
to Pigott, a copy of which was produced 
by the witness. 
He did not know where 
the original was. 
Two days before the

shareholders. 
He did not doubt that tho 
Lcaguo provided tho money. Directly after 
Egan’s flight to Paris witness received a 
letter in which Egan asked for the address 
of Davis, who was a writer on Tho Irish­ 
man, and who had gone to Paris to pre­ 
pare for tho priesthood. 
Witness corrobo­ 
rated Mr. Houston’s testimony with refer­ 
ence to the preliminary negotiations re­ 
garding tho search for tho documents. 
It 
was understood that tho affair should bo 
kept abs lutely secret. 
He did not know 
Davis then except as a contributor to The 
Irishman. 
Davis signed his articles “Owen 
Rowo.”

Feb. 21.—One nepessity 
for an extra session of the List Congress 
was disposed of by the passage by both 
bouses of the conference report on tho Ter­ 
ritorial bill. 
As agreed to the bill provides 
for the admission of North and South Da­ 
kota, Montana, and Washington. 
Dakota 
is to be divided on the 47th standard paral­ 
lel, and the two constitutional conventions 
are to meet at Bismarck and Sioux Falls. 
Delegates to the conventions in each of the 
proposed States are to ho elected on the 
first Monday in Alay and are to meet on 
July 4. 
It is provided that at tho elec­ 
tion 
for 
delegates in South Dakota 
the electors shall vote for or against 
the 
Sioux 
Falls 
constitution. 
If 
a 
majority of the votes shall bo for the con­ 
stitution tho convention shall resubmit to 
the peopio of South Dakota for ratification 
or rejection the constitution framed at 
Sioux Falls, and also tho articles and prop­ 
ositions separately submitted, including tho 
question of locating the temporary seat of 
government, and if a majority of the votes 
cast on the ratification shall be for the con 
stitution, irrespective of the articles sepa­ 
rately submitted, the State of South Dakota 
shall be admitted under said constitution; 
but the archives, records, aud books of the 
Territory cf Dakota shall remain at Bis­ 
marck, tho capital of North Dakota, until 
an agreement in reference thereto is reached 
by said States. 
But if at the election for 
delegates a majority of all the votes cast 
shall be against the Sioux Falls constitution 
it shall be the duty of the convention to 
form a constitution as if that question had 
not been submitted to the people. 
It is made the duty of tho President to 
admit the four new States by proclamation 
if the constitutions formed are ratified at 
tho election to be held on tho first Tuesday 
in October. 
Each of the new States shall 
be entitled to one Representative in Con­ 
gress, except 
South 
Dakota, which shall 
be entitled to two Representatives. 
All lands granted for school purposes 
are exempted from entry under any of the 
land laws and can only be sold at public 
sale at not less than $10 an acre, the pro­ 
ceeds to constitute a permanent school 
fund, the interest of which can only be 
used. 
Such lands may, however, be leased 
under 
I egislative 
restrictions. 
All 
mineral lands are exempted from the 
grants made by the act. 
The two Dakotas are to be added to 
Justice 
Miller’s circuit (the 8th) 
and 
Washington and Montana 
to 
Justice 
Held’s (the lith). 
In the Senato Mr. Stewart introduced a 
resolution, which was referred, authorizing 
the Senate committee on the President’s 
message to investigate the various Pacific 
railroads to w’hieh subsidies in United 
States bonds were advanced ii. aid of con­ 
struction of their roads during the recess of 
Congress and to personally examine tho 
country through which the roads pass, for 
tho purpose of ascertaining the abilities of 
the companies to pay their indebtedness, 
and how the debts can be so adjusted and 
paid as to advance the development of the 
country through which the roads pass and 
to aff ord tho people reasonable freight and 
fare rates.

L a n s in g , Mich., Feb. 21.—In the Legis­ 
lature a strigent bill was introduced by 
Senator Colgravo which provides that all 
meat cattle intended for use in any city or 
village in Michigan must be inspected on 
the hoof within forty-eight hours of the 
time of slaughter and provides that all 
villages and the city councils must appoint 
a meat inspector.

With the auditor; to aq amend that section 
of the constitution limiting the existence of 
fnining companies to thirty years as to 
authorize the Legislature by a two-thirds 
Vote to permit them to reorganize for an­ 
other thirty years. 
The House wasted a large portion of its 
session in wrangling over a bill to increase 
the pay of tho upper peninsula Representa­ 
tives from $8 per day to $5. The bill passed. 
The fifty days’ limit for the introduction of 
bills expired to-day and both houses ad­ 
journed until next Monday.

number of bills introduced is 1,228, as 
against 1,426 last session.

were granted to 
husbands. 
The 
causes in which wives are the petitioners 
more largely than husbands are cruelty, 
where the wife seeks divorce as 7 to I; in 
desertion, where the proportion is over 1J 
to I; in drunkenness, whore it is 9 to I. 
Desertion was given as the cause for 126,- 
657 divorces, and 66,035 were obtained on 
the ground of adultery. 
The Commissioner 
says it is apparent that the divorces granted 
for drunkenness—the total being 13,8 4 3 - 
can not represent the total number in 
which drunkenness or intemperance is a 
serious factor.

J o s e p h B ro g a n M urder* H is W ife , T w o 
C h ild ren a n d H im i s l t 
Ashland, Wis., Feb. 21.—One of the 
most atrocious crimes that has been re­ 
ported for some time occurred at Upson. In 
this county, at 7:60 o’clock this morning. 
Joseph Brogan, a laborer, killed his wife 
and two children, aged 5 and 7 years re­ 
spectively, and then committed suicide by 
cutting his throat with a razor. 
Brogan drank heavily, and had had a 
heated quarrel with his wife this morning. 
She protested because he spent all his earn­ 
ings for whisky. The couple quarreled fre­ 
quently, and nothing was thought of it 
when several persons passing by heard the 
loud talking. 
The fellow first attacked his 
wife with the razor, and nearly severed the 
head from the body, 
The little boys awoke 
from sleep, and both were horribly cut by 
tho raving father. 
He then cut his own 
throat, his body falling against and barring 
tho opening of tho door. 
Brogan was about 35 years of age and 
had no particular business. 
When the 
neighbors broko into tho room a horrible 
sight greeted them. The single room of the 
house was literally covered with blood, and 
tho bodies of the victims and murderer were 
still warm, but all were dead. 
The affair 
has thrown the little village Into an up­ 
roar. 
Brogan has wealthy parents living 
in tho East, who have been telegraphed. 
This follows close on the High bridge trag­ 
edy of yesterday. 
Marks upon the body of the woman ex­ 
amined at the inquest this morning showed 
that they had had a struggle before the 
cutting occurred. Her face looked as if she 
had been struck several times by tho viilian. 
The little boys, Hugh and John, were mur­ 
dered in bed. 
Tho murderer was a big 
mane and very dissolute, the wife having 
had *to support the family.

Reports from the Choctaw nation, Indian 
Territory, say that on the night of the loth 
inst. John Puckett and his wife wore taken 
from their cabin on Lyon creek by a party 
of men and hanged. 
A stepson of Puck­ 
ett’s was severely flogged and afterward 
tied to a tree, in which position he re­ 
mained forty-eight hours before being dis 
covered. 
The Pucketts were charged with 
numerous crimes and had been ordered to 
leave the nation several months ago. They 
were half breeds, of Cherokee extraction 


W h o le -a le A tte m p t to D e fra u d . 
Oscoda, Mich., Fell. 21.—R. Solomon 
of Au Sable, a dealer in dry goods, boots 
and shoes, etc., failed last November, with 
heavy liabilities and assets considerably 
short of the amount the creditors thought 
ought to be available.

A Y o u iijj F a r m e r T a r n s S w in d le r. 
Oakland, IIL, Feb. 21.—Quincy Sutton, 
a young farmer, came to this city Monday 
and succeeded in passing a forged note for 
$1 IO at the Oakland bank. 
He then went 
to Kansas, twelve miles distant, and gave 
out a numher of chocks purporting to have 
been drawn by Pat Whalen, a farmer near 
here. 
They were fraudulent and the vic­ 
tims of tho swindle are anxious to see Mr. 
Sutton, but ho has fled. 


The English Derby, contrary to public 
belief, is not the oldest racing event, being 
ante-dated by both the St. Leger and the 
Oaks. 
Gen. Burgoyne, of Revolutionary lame, 
is indirectly connected with the institution 
of the Epsom Derby. 
His wife was the 
daughter of the eleventh Earl of Derby, 
and just previous to the breakiug out of 
the Revolutionary war the General dis­ 
posed of his country house on the top of 
Baustead Downs to his wife’s nephew, tho 
twelfth Earl of Derby. 
This place had for­ 
merly been an ale house and became known 
as “The Oaks.” 
At The Oaks took place 
the celebrated fete in honor of tho engage­ 
ment of its owner to Lady Elizabeth Ham 
ilton, and of this entertainment it is said 
that it quite overshadowed any ever known 
at that time. 
In close proximity to The Oaks was Ep­ 
som Downs and Lord Derby learned to tako 
a lively interest in tho races there held. 
The stake event for 3-year-old fillies in­ 
stituted by him in 1779 was given 
name of The Oaks, and in 1780 was 
tablished the Derby for 3-year-olds. 
The Derby at once supplanted the 
Leger (established in 1770), it being a 
spring event and the distance some quarter 
of a mile shorter. 
Lord Derby won tho first Oaks with 
Bridget, and again in 1794 was successful 
with Hermoine. 
He also won the eighth 
IJerby with Sir Toter Teazle. 
Diomed, the winner of tho first Derby 
was brought to America in 1797, and living 
on to I BOU became in reality tho founder 
of American thoroughbreds. 
Priam, w in­ 
ner in 1830, was the second Derby winner 
to be imported, and bis bones now rest at 
Belle Meade farm, the homo of Luke 
Blackhorn and Iroquois. 
St. Blaise, win­ 
ner in 1883, is the latest importation, al­ 
though no less than ten horses first past 
the post on Derby Day have been brought 
to America. 
Long distance racing prevailed in Amer­ 
ica long before the Derby was instituted, 
but the Revolutionary spirit would allow' of 
no adoption of even English racing cus­ 
toms, and when, early in tho century, heat 
racing began to meet disfavor in England, 
it only strengthened tho style in America, 
and although four-mile heats had, years 
before, been popular in the mother coun­ 
try, the average turfman of to-day would 
insist that such stylo of racing is peculiarly 
American. 
The fact that the Derby course, one an i 
one-half miles, was approved of IOO years 
ago, instead of contests over a longer dis­ 
tance of ground, was but the inauguration 
of tho movement which to-day causes the 
three-quarter races to fill largely, while 
even tho one and one-quarter mile ra es 
are contested by but few animals. 
It was not until the close of the Civil 
War that tho turf officials of this country 
began to pattern after tho English events. 
The Jersey Derby, established in 1807, was 
the first of its kind in the United States. 
(After twelvo renewals this race has now 
merged into the Lorillard Stakes ) 
Then 
came the Kentucky Derby in 1875, and tho 
same year the California Derby was run at 
Sacramento. 
This stake, though now un­ 
known, has a historic note, inasmuch as it 
was probably the first event called u Derby 
ever run at a less distance than a mile and 
a half. 
It was inaugurated as a mile heat 
raco, and was subsequently changed to 
heats of three-quarters of a mile. 
This 
proved unsatisfactory, however, and it was 
run in 1883 as a dash race at tho regular 
distance of one mile aud a half. 
In 1875 
the Queen City Jockey Club of Cincinnati 
instituted the Ohio Derby. 
Tho Laclede 
Club of St. Louis, tho Missouri Derby in 
1878. 
(This was mile heats, but changed 
to one and a half mile* in lMSL).) 
Tho Chi­ 
cago Jockey and Trotting Club the Illinois 
Derby, first decided in 1883. 
The Coney Island Jockey club held its 
inaugural meeting iii 1880 and instituted 
tho Coney Inland Derby; tho same year 
there was tho Kings County Derby at 
Brighton, as also the Salt Lake Derby in 
Utah. 
In tho year. 1884 began tho Ameri­ 
can Derby, the St. Louis Fair Derby, and 
the Tonnessoo Derby (since abolished),while 
in 1887 the Dwyers won the first Brooklyn 
Derby with Hanover, and Latonia changed 
the name of the Hindoo stakes to tho I^a- 
tonia Derby. 
In 1888 tho Kansas City, 
Denver and Pacific Derbys were instituted. 
In England there is a Derby at Ascot and 
another at Newmarket; in Austria a Der­ 
by; a French Derby; tho Victoria Derby in 
Australia, and India and Canada have had 
racing events named after the race estab­ 
lished by the twelfth Earl of Derby, tho 
fame of whoso family has by this act be­ 
come more greatly known than by all deeds 
of either ancestor or descendant.

It was once pertinently said of the char­ 
acter of a certain piano-maker: 
“ He is 
like 
his pianos, square, upright, and 
grand.” 
Mr. William Ellis, for many years under­ 
writer of an English insurance company, 
could also lay claim to these adjectives ad 
not too flatteringly descriptive ©I hie own,1 
character. 
In ail business transactions he 
was governed by a delicate sense of honor,! 
which never allowed him to entertain for a 
moment tho temptation to “sharp prac­ 
tice.” 
At the time when a great fire destroyed 
the town of Memei, several vessels lying in 
tho harbor were burned, and among them 
some which had been insured In Mr. Ellis’ 
company against the usual risks at sea. 
The question might therefore have arisen 
if a vessel burned at her mooring could bai 
said to suffer injury “at sea.” 
Mr. Ellis without raising the point at all, 
paid the total loss in every case, and, by 
his example, obliged other companlse to do 
tho same. 
When the success of his company became 
firmly established, the directors offered him 
a yearly present of £10,000 above his 
salary, but this he quietly refused, unless 
all the employe* in the office should also re­ 
ceive a bonus in proportion to their respec­ 
tive salaries. 
Every one beneath him in 
official rank was treated with uniform 
justice and kindness, and the only com­ 
plaint made of him during his fifty years 
of service was that, as he took no holidays, 
ho m ale others ashamed to take them. 
One more incident of his integrity, and 
perhaps tho best, serves woll to show on 
what principles he conducted business. 
A ship owner, who had for many years 
insured his vessels in this company, one day 
called at the office, and chanced to mention 
that, owing to his absence from town his 
clerk had omitted to renew the policy upon 
a vessel which bad since boe ii burned. 
“Did you intend to offer me the re­ 
newal?” asked Mr. Ellis. 
“ Yes,” was the reply, and without a 
word further tho ship owner ^as indemni­ 
fied for tho total loss of the ship.

The cuckoo is an In­ 
sectivorous bird: the hairy caterpillar which 
terrifies many birds is devoured by him. 
No bird is more dreaded by insects of all 
kinds, while his destruction of 
grubs 
is invaluable to the gardnerer and forester. 
Tho German naturalist Homeyer remarks 
that in a small pine wood there was ono 
year a plaguo of the pine-infesting cater­ 
pillar known as the liparis monacha. Num­ 
bers of cuckoos flocked thither immediately; 
they had paused in their flight to profit by 
tho swarm of caterpillars. 
Homeyer ob­ 
served that each bird swallowed ten cater­ 
pillars a minute. 
In calculating the num­ 
ber devoured, at only two, instead of ten, 
this would give a total for IOO birds for one 
summer day of 192,OOO caterpillars. 
The 
cuckoos stayed in this wood a fortnight, 
eating caterpillars all tho time, giving, at 
tho lowest computation, a total of 2,830,- 
000 caterpillars eaten. 
Tho cuckoos did 
not leave the woods until every insect was 
devoured. 
I do not know whether the 
cuckoo is among tne birds partially pre­ 
served by acts of Parliament. 
He ought, 
like most other birds, to be absolutely pre­ 
served. 
His use is as great as his call is 
melodious. 
As the cuckoo is never heard 
of until March in Italy, I should doubt his 
being heard earlier in England.

Not since the burning of the Hyatt 
House, in J annary 1867, has Janesville 
witnessed so disastrous a fire as that of 


yesterday afternoon. At threo o’olook on 
the morning of January lith, 1867, the 
Hyatt House, located on 'the corner of 
W est Milwaukee and Franklin streets 
was discovered on fire. The mammoth* 
structure was in ruins in a few minutes 
after entailing a loss of$160,OOO.That was 
a severe blow to the beauty and wealth 
of Janesville, but the loss of .the Hyatt 
house was not felt so severely as will be 
that of the opera house, although the pe­ 
cuniary loss will reach only one-third 
that of the former. 


Fear men ere to b ; found to expend 
,o mach .noney in so fine a public build­ 
ing1^ did the late Peter Myers. Yes­ 
terday morning Janesville could boast of 
the finest opera bouse of soy inland city 
in the west. To-uay that fine edition is 
in rums. 
It was a public less as well as a private 
one. 
Mr. Myers was a peculiar man, in that 
he preferred to carry bis own fire risks, 
and spent no money in fire insnracce cu 
any of his property. This line of policy 
has been followed by bis heirs since bis 
death, conecqueLtly tbeie was no insur­ 
ance on the proyerty. 
The mini of the opera bouge to-day 
presented a luelencholy sight. The rear 
wall and that on Bluff street were down 
to the first story. The front wall, with 
the window frames burned away re­ 
named standing. The interior was a 
miles of iron girders end Stettin and gas 
piping. The front of the Myers house 
t n Milwaukee street wee covered with 
large icicles, some eight and ten feet in 
itrg th .

Many were the expres­ 
sions of sorrow at the great loss—not 
only to the Myers estate bat Ic the city. 
Several parties made propositions to give 
all the way fiom one to five hundred 
dollars to rebuild the opera bouse. 


THE STORY OF JOE MORIARITY, THE FIRST 
MAN TO DISCOVER THE FIRE. 
The first man to discover the fire at 
the opera honse yesterday was Mr. Joe 
Monanty, the stableman of [the Park 
house. He says: 
“I was standing in the stable door of 
the Park honse stables talking with Bart 
Kehoe and another man, when I noticed 
considerable smoke coming oat between 
the bricks in the rear end of the opera 
house on the ground floor. I called at­ 
tention to this, and we all thought it was 
from the boilers, as it was no nnusnal 
thing to see smoke appear that way 
when the boilers were being fired. 
W e 
went over to the stage door. I kicked in 
one of the door 
panel.) and 
saw 
that 
there 
was 
a fire. 
I 
went 
in and nearly reached the boilers, near 
enough to see that it was right beside 
the boilers that the fire was located. I 
think it I had had a couple of pails of 
water I oould have stopped it. I rushed 
out and yelled fire, opened Possum’s 
door and yelled in there; and did the 
same at Jones’ grocery. 
Then I went 
np in the Myers house office and told 
Peter Myers that the opera house was on 
fire. He.did not believe me and did'.no* 
harry out at first. 
However, we both 
appeared a few minutes after in the alley 
way and then we oonld see the fire plain­ 
ly. 
Bart Kehoe went into the building 
with me, I am anre the fire started at 
the boilers. It was ten minnres after 
the fire was discovered before the alarm 
was given to ihe engine houses.”

HE TELLS OF THE OPERA HOUSH BOILER 
AND ITS SURROUNDINGS. 
For seme time past the opera house 
boiler bas been in charge of Steven F. 
Councler, whose bed room is within a 
few feet of the stage entrance. Mr. 
Oonnoler was one of the first to arrive at 
the scene of the fire. HiB story is as fol­ 
lows: 
"I left the opera honse at 130 to see 
Mr. Jackman. There was a little loft 
coal borning in the stove in my room. 
I heard the alarm while in Valentine’s 
school and ran down to see what was the 
matter. When I got to my room it was 
just beginning to burn, bat the flames 
were already up stairs. 
"There had been no fire in the boilers 
since ten o’olock last night. I was in 
the boiler room at noon and smelt no 
smoke.” 
“ Bat didn’t a blaze start not long ago 
in the floor nuder the boiler after the 
boiler had cooled do wn?” 
"Yes, fire did sat ch once by the floor 
underneath the boiler,* heating enough 
to char. The time when this happend, 
I left the boiler cold at one o’clook in the 
morning ; but there had been steam up 
during the evening to warm the opera 
house. 
When

the 
next 
morn, 
ing 
there 
was 
fire 
enough 
under 
the brick work 
to fill th6 
room with smoke. I put it out with a 
couple of pails of water and told Mr. 
Myers what had happened. The brick 
floor of the ash-pit was laid directly on 
the wood floor and the bricks had heated 
through. 
A little while afterwards the 
ash pit was raised and gas pipes laid un­ 
der it bo that a current of air oould paas 
back and forth and keep the wood from 
catching fire. An extra layer of brioka 
was put on besides. 
"The fire must have caught either in 
the boiler room or in the property room 
over head. It could only have caught up 
there by some one’s leaving the gas hi, 
and I don’t think this was done. Two 
weeks ago a curtain caught fire in the 
room, though, while the audience waa in 
the house. It was put rightout and no­ 
body knew it.*’ 
"What shape was your room in when 
you got there V” 
The flames seemed to have just struck 
i t Borne of the boys got my ooat and 
vest out and I managed to save my trunk 
but that waa about all.” 


HIS THEORY AS TO THE ORIGIN OF THE 
FIRE AND ITS SPREAD.' 
Mr. John H. Myers was seen by a 
Gazette reporter this morning, and in 
answer to the question "How did the fire 
originate?” that gentleman said: 
"It started in the janitor’s room from 
an over-heated stove. I was on the 
stage at one o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
and then everything was all right and in 
order. I passed down to the furnace or 
boilers and there was no sign cf fire; 
there had been no fire in the boilers sinoe 
ten o’clock on Tuesday night. I went to 
the janitor’s room and found no signs of 
any disturbance at that place. I then 
passed up and through the hotel to the 
; cilice, and then to my store; in a few 
minutes I went over to our block on the 
west side to see that every thing was all 
right. I am accustomed to make these 
visits every day. After examining that 
building and I was about to start back 
home the alarm was given. 
"My brother, Peter, was going to 
Rockford this morning to examine the 
fire protection about the stage at the 
Rockford opera house, we intending to 
adopt the ssme bere. I do not know 
what we shall do with the property. I 
think our Joss will be between $50,000 
and $60,000. Father paid $22,000 for re­ 
modeling the opera howe three years 
ago. We have no insurance.”

A SUMMARY OF THE DAMAGE AND HOW THE 
LOSS IS DISTRIBUTED. 
Careful itquiry among those directly 
interested, places the losses and insur­ 
ance.— 
The opera house is a total wreck, and 
no insurance: 
Mr. John H . Myers in­ 
formed a Gazette reporter this morning 
that his father paid 22,000 for remodel­ 
ing the opera house three years ago, it 
being veined at $30,000. The two store8 
adjoining the opera house on the west. 
the upper floors of which were used in 
connection with the hotel are badly dam­ 
aged. The roof is destroyed, as well as 
he entire upper floor. The third fluor 
rooms are wrecked by fire and water. 
On second floor the water did more 
damage than the fire. This is also true 
in the two stores. This part of the pro­ 
perty can be easily repaired. Mr. John 
H. Myers places the loss to the property 
at between $50,000 and $60,000, bat it 
will hardly reach that sum; other peo­ 
ple careful at making estimates place the 
OM at $40,000 and $50,000. 
The two story brick building south of 
he opera bouse on Blaff street, owned 
by T. F . MoKey, of Chicago, was badly 
damaged. The falling of the rear wall 
of the opera house destroyed the roof, 
and also sprung the wall next to the al­ 
ley on the north, and the fire and water 
has made a very bad interior. There 
was an insuran ce of $1,500 on the build­ 
ing, which will probably cover the loaa. 
$1,000 cf this insurance is with the 
American Fire, represented 
by Biles 
Hayner and $500 in companies repre­ 
sented by Metealf A McKey. 
It is safe-therefore to place the loaa en 
buildings at $50,000. with only $1,500 in­ 
surance, 
Dr. Roberts, who occupied tbeoorner 
store under the opera house, removed 
his property without loss.] 
J . P . Worthington, saloon, next south 
lost one thousand dollars worth of liq­ 
uors stored in the cellar, and sustained 
other losses and damages in the hurried 
removal of bis stock and fixtures. His 
loaa will probably reaoh $1 JOO, with no 
insurance. 
John H . Jones, grocery, ooonpying

STRONG WORDS OF CONDEMNATION ( F THE

That nothing succeeds like suooets

B E L D IN G . 
The tuner ii services of Dr. D. E Beld­ 
ing were held at bis Ute residence, and 
also at th ) Congregational oh arch of 
Shopiere Mon lay Feb. 18th. 
As the 
dootor had been a resident of Shopiere 
for 38 years and prominent as a mao and 
physician, almost every one knew b m 
It was not surprising that a large con­ 
course of people orowdtu{ the charco to 
i s utmost, assembled to pay their last 
tribute of respect to the departed. 
Tbe funeral tervioe? were c inducted 
by the Rev. E. P. Salmon, of Beloit. 
Hts selections of scripture, prayer and 
discourses were eminently appropriate 
Though 
not particularly aeq I amt d 
with the decease!, yes—having in dif­ 
ferent ways and from different sources 
heard*so muoh in regard to bim. it is dif­ 
ficult to imagine how he could have ac­ 
quitted himself more worthiy. He ex­ 
pressed at the beginning his regret that 
be had not snoh an acquaintance with tbe 
deceased, as those whom be was address­ 
ing had so long enjoyed. The thought 
had oooured to him, what would the de­ 
ceased say were he to address them. 
Certainly he would not be inclined to 
Indulge in any exaggerated eulogy; nor, 
were he oonaulted, would he desire any 
one eke bd to do. 
But the vpeaker thou.bt that just 
praise was always appreciated, and that 
lf simple justice was done on this occa­ 
sion, the eneonium would ba sufficient 
To say that tbe deceased had no faults, 
would of oourse be saying to) muon, as 
it would be of any mortal, 
but that if 
he had been rightly informed, the doctor 
waa aa free from faults aa most men, 
while he waa .characterized by sterling 
qualities that are none too common. 
Mr. Salmon then spoke at length upon 
some of tbe doctors distinguishing qual­ 
ities; upon his strong and commanding 
physique, which 
contained

oor- 
raaponding 
large 
heart, 
of 
his 
remarkable buoyancy of spirit, which 
so imparted itself 
to others mak­ 
ing the sorrowful glad, and the despair­ 
ing hopeful. That his presence waa like 
the sun shining to give light and obeer; 
yet, like a great fire sending out its 
warmth in every direction to others. 
He spoke of his pronounced integrity, 
of bis generous impulses, always helping 
and befriending others; bow that hon 
dreds stood ready to bear such high tes­ 
timony of him who had been so true and 
faithful to them in dark and trying boars. 
And it was in this connection that the 
reverend gentlemen showed his rare 
sense In theological views and discrimin­ 
ations; that always and everywhere it 
was character manifesting itself in good 
and Christly works that commended a 
man in the light of heaven; that no one 
had really any right to hope for immor­ 
tality unless the elements of immortality 
manifested themselves in tbe present 
life; that th*) good book id fora a I na 
that "this is life eternal tnat they might 
know thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ whom thou hast sent.” But how 
he inquired oonld any man really know 
God only as he experimentally knew the 
elements that enter into the divine char­ 
acter; such kindly helpful qualities aa 
were so marked in the character and life 
of Christ And then Mr. Salmon pro­ 
ceeded to say that many of these quali­ 
ties to which he had referred were emi­ 
nently characteristic of the deceased; that 
he was always ready to do good as he bad 
opportunity; that he was abounded in 
deeds of kindness and love, never spar • 
ing himself when he coaid serve soother.
